The  District  extends  over  an  area,  of  7*8pp  acres,  and  is 
situated  on  the  borders  of  Lancashire  md  Yorkshire,  a.t  a.  height  ranging 
fro*.,  about  44o  to  1  ,5p0  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp  but  bra.cin0. 

The  chief  industries  -  monuf a.cture  of  cotton,  woollen,  and 
artificial  silk  goods;  leather;  iron  turning  end  founding.

The  .lumber  of  deaths  in  the  District  i.  1 ,47  was  171  >  S3  males 
and  80  females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a*  death  rate  of  lo.4  per  1,e00  of 
the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  was  228,  122  males  nd  10 o  female^  which 
is  equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  21.8 

There  re re  3  still-births,  3  *a&les  and  8  females,  giving  a  rate 
per  1,0.0  total  (live  and  still/  births  of  37* 

The  births  for  the  year  exceeded  the  deaths  by  p7>  and  the  birth 
rate  exceeded  the  death  rate  by  3*4;  the  mean  birth  rate  for  the  past  five 
years  exceeding  the  mean  death  rate  by  1.2. 

For  1848  the  birth  rate  was  20.0,  and  the  death  rate  15.4,  and  the 
averages  for  the  past  five  years  were:-  birth  rate  16. 3,  and  the  death 
rate  lp.l. 

From  those  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  1.8 
above  the  previous  year,  and  p.p  above  the  average ,  and  the  death  rate  1.0 
above  the  previous  year,  and  1,3  above  the  average.

IbuLATIQE  HO SPITaL 

The  two  large  wards  arc  reserved  for  Scarlet  Favor,  and  the  two 
small  wards  for  Diphtheria  or  Enteric,  but  not  both  at  the  same  time. 

Arrangements  have  boon  made  with  the  Rochdale  Corporation  to 
treat  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  (except  Smallpox]  at  the  marl  and  Fever 
Hospital  when  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Ho ilingwo rt h  is  full,  or  the  wards 
are  not  available  for  their  treatment. 

In  the  Cu.sc  of  mi  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  the  District, 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  removal  of  all  casco  to  the  Bury  and 
District  Joint  Bourdd  Hospital. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  -,/orc  6  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  none  from 
non-Puluonary  Tuberculosis,  against  none  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  aid 
none  from  non -Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  1^4o. 

There  were  31  notifications,  7  of  which  wore  no-./  cases  aid 
24  duplicate  notifications  which  'were  chiefly  notifications  of  admission  aid 
discharge  of  patients  at  Sanatoria.  Of  the  7  no-,/  cases,  5  wore  Pulmonary  and 
2  wero  non- Pulmonary,  as  compared  with  7  and  p  last  year.  Of  the  ~j  new 
cases  five  have  or  are  receiving  treatment  in  Hospital  or  Sanatoria.

In  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  ( Tuberculosis  I  Regulations 
1^30,  a  Register  is  kept  of  all  cases  notified  and  a  quarterly  statement 
forwarded  to  the  County  .medical  Officer  of  Health,  showing  all  admissions 
to  -nd  removals  from  the  Register  and  the  cause  of  such  removals. 

The  number  of  Tuborculo u  s  persons  in  the  District  at  the 
beginning  of  who  year  -was  o4,  33  Pulmonary  and  31  non-Pulmonary .  ~J  Cases 
have  boon  notified  for  the  first  time,  5  Pulmonary  and  2  non- Pulmonary  $ 
and  If  cases  -  14  Pulmonary  mid  j  non- Pulmonary ,  have  boon  removed  from  the 
Register,  leaving  a  total  of  p2  at  the  end  of  the  year-  2w  Pulmonary  and  23 
non-Pulmonary.  Of  the  13  cases  removed  from  the  Register,  6  have  died, 

4  have  removed  out  of  the  District,  and  3  have  boon  struck  off  as  "Disease 
arrested1' . 

By  c-rrangomont  with  the  iogistrur,  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
and  other  Infectious  Diseases  are  notified  on  registration  so  as  to 
facilitate  the  disinfection  of  houses  -./hero  deaths  have  occurred. 

The  sputum  was  examined  in  four  cases .

12  houses  './ore  remedied  fro  a  ovcrcrovdxng,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  la  houses  ./ere  kno\/n  to  be  overcro./dod  in  the  number  of  persons 
occupying  same.  This  overcrowding  is  almost  entirely  duo  to  the 
shortage  of  houses,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  r  one  dying  of  ca.o  -.,111  bo 
c.ccelnratod  during  1^48  by  the  houses  now  in  courso  cf  erection.
